Dixieland Born in Odessa? 
It’s Just a Lot of Soviet Jazz 


MOSCOW (AP)—Jazz has al-) 
ways been considered here to be 
a sign of capitalistic decadence, 
an evil import from across the 
Atlantic. Now, that’s all been 
changed. 


A jazz lover writes at length in 
the magazine Soviet Culture that 
jazz is good honest music—that 
maybe the Russians invented it, 
that maybe Dixieland existed in 
Odessa before it did in New Or- 
leans. 


Leonid Osipovich Utyosov de- 
clares: “Jazz isn’t a synonym of 
imperialism and the saxophone 
wasn’t born of colonialism.” 


There was a day when that 
would have been heresy. 


But anyone who dines in major

restaurants here knows that jazz 
has taken Moscow by slow-mov- 
ing storm. It had long been asso- 
ciated with “‘stilyagy’”’ boys and 
girls—young dandies who dance in 
tight pants and short dresses. 


Yet far from being a teen-age 
defender, Utyosov is 65 and 
speaks with learning about opera 
and symphonic music as well as 
jazz. He cites a jazz historian as 
saying that improvisation is the 
cornerstone of jazz. 


And he adds: “‘A man who has 
no talent can’t improvise. Talent 
is as money: if you have it you 
have it and if you don’t. . .” 


Utyosov then proceeds to sepa- 


rate the jazz beat from Wall 
Street: “Jazz with its roots goes 
not to bankers’ safes but to poor 
Negro quarters. Jazz music has 
existed for a long time and New 
Orleans style was not the discov- 
erer but only a stage in its de 
velopment. 


“In Odessa long ago musicians 
always improvised at weddings 
and this gives me grounds to say 
that so-called Dixieland existed in 
Odessa before New Orleans.”’ 


Utyosov insists formally trained 
musicians rarely produce good 
improvisation and that those who 
can are not widely found.in the 
Soviet Union ‘‘although there are 
very talented musicians who. can 
improvise with great skill.”

British Get 
New ‘Ear’ in 


Sub Hunt 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain’s 
undersea warfare program, feared 


partly penetrated by Russian 
spies, has developed a super-sen- 
sitive “ear’’ that can spot nuclear 
submarines thousands of miles 
away underwater, informed mili- 
tary sources said Sunday. 


They said the electronic device 
already has “‘heard’’ and pinpoint- 
ed atomic - powered submarines, 
but they refused to give specific 
distances, saying only that the 
soundings were ‘‘several thousand 
miles away.” 


The sources said differentiating 
between A-subs and conventional- 
powered undersea craft is relative- 
ly easy because of the unique 
“ourr” of engines powered by 
nuclear reactors. 


HAD ACCESS 


Two members of a five-member 
accused spy ring row under ar- 
rest allegedly had access to se- 
crets at the British underwater 
weapons center in Portland where 
the “ear’’ was developed. 


They are Henry Houghton and 
Miss Ethel Gee, who had civil 
service jobs in the base. 


For security reasons, details of 
the listening device were scanty. 
But sources said it works on ra- 
dio principles. 


Instruments dipped into the wa- 
ter off Portland from hovering 
helicopters picked up submarine 
sounds at ranges that by World 
War II standard were ‘“fantas- 
tic,” the sources said. 


KNOW MORE THAN ALLIES? 


They agreed with a statement 
by Defense Minister Harold Wat- 
kinson that the British Armed 
Forces “probably know more 
about anti-submarine warfare than 
any of our allies.” 


Britain’s lifeline is the sea and 
Russia’s estimated 500 submarines 
pose a constant danger, conse- 
quently Britain assigned a higher 
priority to anti-submarine de- 
fenses than the other allies, the 
sources said.

At the same time the letter as- 
sures the other Latin-American 
governments that Cuba has no in- 
tention of exporting its revolution 
and only wishes to live in peace 
with its neighbors. 


ASSAILS U.N. 


Also in this communication the 
Cuban revolutionary government 
complained against United Na- 
tions and against the Organization 
of American States as an “‘instru- 
ment of Yankee imperialism.” 


Reportedly it is the intention 
of the Cuban government to dis- 
tribute copies of this communica- 
tion to members of the U.N. and 
again accuse the U.S. of “aggres- 
sion.” 


The possibility of holding a spe- 
cial meeting of foreign ministers 
of the Latin-American countries to 
bring about a unanimous break 
of relations with Cuba is said to 
have been discussed not only in 
Washington but in the. Latin- 
American countries.

MOSCOW—The Soviet Union re- 
ported Sunday that its Venus- 
bound ‘“‘interplanetary station” 
was ready to radio scientific data 
at high speed when it passes 
within 100,000 kilometers of that 


planet on May 19 or 20. (A kilo- 
meter is 3,280.8 feet—five-eighths 
of a mile.) 


Pravda, the Communist Party 
newspaper, published additional 
information on the Venus probe 
together with photographs of the 
station or a replica of it. A rocket 
bearing the station was launched 
on Feb. 12 from a heavy satellite 
orbiting the earth. 


The station was described as an 
airtight body consisting of cylin- 
drical part with two major pro- 
trusions containing scientific 
equipment and chemical battery 
blocks. 


Other scientific equipment is 
attached to the outside of the 
body together with two solar bat- 
tery panels, shutters of a heat- 
regulating system, part of an

2. The House said the governor 
should not be allowed to cut funds 
from any department, and should 
not be able to spend more than 
$10 million of the state surplus 
in any one year. 


Vandiver and Byrd said they 
would fight this provision, argu- 
ing the governor must be free to 
adjust state spending to income 
and must be allowed to spend the 
surplus to meet emergencies or 
expand the public services. 


MOTIVATED BY SURVEY

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Who's To Spend, 
How, How Much? 


As the General Assembly enters its 
final seven days of work, its most im- 
portant decisions relating to the people's 
money are still to come. Who’s to spend, 
how and how much are the questions and 
the people themselves at this stage are 
rather helpless pawns in the struggle. 

One decision does seem already to 
have been made. Whoever is the next 
governor in all probability will find him- 
self with an empty treasury and expand- 
ing governmental commitments. Vandi- 
ver’s hold-the-line program which may 
have prevented a tax increase during his 
administration has been breached in a 
raw power struggle which cannot be 
satisfactorily solved in the atmosphere 
which has developed. 

As for the people, they had best be- 
gin to ask themselves and their politicians 
where the money’s to come from. An- 
other cent increase in the sales tax, which 
would damage the state’s economy in 
more than one way, would hit the wage 
earner and the thousands of small con- 
sumers the hardest. They will not stand 
for it. 

The struggle over budget powers ob- 
viously cannot be settled at this session if 
we are to have an appropriations bill at 
all. It should be settled, however, after 
proper studies into how a government 
grown into a business of more than half- 
a-billion dollars should be run. Until it 
is settled, crisis-to-crisis government will 
be the pattern. Let whoever aspires to 
lead the next administration remember 
that. 

Budget making and appropriations as 
mere tools of a power struggle have in 
the past and will continue to wreck fiscal 
responsibility and solvency. Balancing 
state programs within our fiscal capabili- 
ties through long-range and careful prep- 
aration of the budget itself has become an 
absolute necessity. 

The General Assembly and the ex- 


ecutive department both have come up 


short in demonstrating they know what 
course to take. Let it simmer for now 
but let’s find a solution in the months 
ahead not aimed at political advantage 
but at what is best for the people.

a right pay raise gained by the wrong means. 

Three groups were open to pressure for more teacher pay: 
State officials, who bore most of the pressure; Georgia’s representa- 
tives in Washington, who are getting no more than the usual inade- 
quate amount, and local officials in the counties, who got none., 

* a ~ 


Therefore local support to match state money will not increase; 
state-level efforts to require a county-level equalization of tax as- 
sessment collapsed in the legislature without GEA help. So Georgia 
will remain near the national bottom in local support. 

Unless the GEA helps more on the federal level, Georgia's 
servants in Washington are unlikely to vote for President Kennedy’s 
offer of a $700 federal increase for Georgia teachers. 

But on the level of state support, where Georgia alreatly ranks 
near the national top, the GEA brought its pressure for more 
because it was easiest. This was all right, if the teachers’ organiza- 
tion had been willing to settle for what the state could afford— 
about a $200 pay increase—and turn to the local and federal levels 
for more. But the pressure did not stop there, and neither did the 


state increase. 


What’s wrong with taking the $300 or $400 state raise? 

The size of this state raise perpetuates the faith of loafing 
counties that they can go on dodging local tax responsibility to 
teachers. It discourages dutiful counties from paying their present 
local taxes because the state “chargeback” formula for distributing 
state raises penalizes dutiful counties—forcing their teachers to 
take diluted raises so teachers in loafing counties can get theirs. 
No concurrent pressure was generated by the teachers’ organization 
to make the counties do their duty locally by the teachers. The 
GEA pressure on the state to do it all shored up, instead of shaking, 
the position of the county politicians, which is the root cause of 


poor teacher pay. 


But the strengthening of bad politics, which is hurtful to the 
teacher’s future interests, is not the only reason why this raise 
comes by the wrong means. The state simply doesn’t have the ‘reve- 
nue to pay the raises it promises. Gov. Vandiver will exhaust the 
state’s savings paying them during his term. How will they be paid 
when the savings are spent? If they are paid, a major tax increase 
will have to come. The sales tax is already one of the heaviest in 


America; 


it cannot go up any more. What general state tax can go 


up in this, one of the nation’s poorer states? None, without severe 
damage. Plenty of money could come from county and federal sources 


without any damage. 


Neither teachers nor taxpayers will get fair treatment until 
they stop their politicians from blatting about fiscal conservatism in 
Washington while they spend money we don’t have in Geor- 
gia; until bad political systems that breed unequal taxation and 
teacher victimization in the counties are no longer accepted, but are 


overturned. 


Teachers represent the top stratum of morality and intellect in 
Georgia. With their help, politics as well as their pay can be 


greatly improved.

On South’s Help 


WASHINGTON—The great battle of the year 
for the Kennedy administration is about to open 
over federal aid to education. The central prob- 


lem of the President and of Secretary of Health, Education ve Wel- 
fare Ribicoff can be put in a short, ironical sentence. But it will 
require a long lot of doing to overcome. 


They have got either te con- 
vert or to defeat head-on the very 
same two oddly mixed groups— 
the conservative South and the 
great pockets of extreme: liberal- 
ism in the North—which elected 
Kennedy in the first place. 


On the surface, the big issue 
would seem to be the money in- 
volved in the President’s program 
—$5.6 billions over several years. 
But on the inside the difficulties 
are far more complicated than 
money. They come to these: 


1. Many congressional Southern- 
ers who loyally supported the 
Kennedy-Johnson ticket want fed- 
eral assistance to the states to 
stop at school construction. The 
administration wants to include 
aid for teachers salaries. 

2. Many Northern Democratic 
liberals want school aid—any kind 
of school aid—to be denied to 
Southern communities refusing to 
desegregate. 

3. Many spokesmen for church 
and private schools, notably Cath- 
olic dignitaries, are profoundly 
opposed to any bill granting bene- 
fits to public schools and exclud- 
ing the parochial and private 


schools. But this is exactly what 
the Kennedy bill would do. And 
the fact that the President is him- 
self a Catholic is a delicate added 
human factor. 

How, then, does Secretary Ribi- 
coff propose to take up arms in 
this sea of troubles? 

He has selected the Southerners 
as his targets of maximum oppor- 
tunity. He has stoutly refused to 
see education aid made the carry- 
all for segregation. Let aid go for- 
ward on its own merits, he says. 
Let segregation be fought out 
where it belongs, in the courts 
and by administrative actions 
separate from the education bill. 

Now, if Ribicoff can carry the 
South, he will win. (If he can't, 
all bets are off, anyhow.) For, 
given heavy Southern backing in 
Congress—where he is well-liked 
because he is no South-hater—he 
can simply say to Northern ex- 
tremists that if they really want 
aid to education, they will forget 
their segregation riders. 

True, the objections of religious 
groups would no doubt remain. 
They could hardly be decisive, 
however, in these circumstances.

| WASHINGTON—There is a striking similarity 
in action and judgment between President Ken-

2. When Secretaries of State 
John Foster Dulles and Christian 
Herter felt they ought to repre- 
sent the U.S. abroad at many in- 
ternational meetings. (Secretary 
Rusk will soon be off to Bang- 
kok. ) 

3. When the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration practiced what the 
Democrats branded as “brinks- 
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manship,” which was simply 
throwing a scare word at a sound, 
prudent, and successful policy. 
(No Democrat is crying “brinks- 
manship,”” even though Mr. Ken- 
nedy has gone to the brink in 
warning Moscow not to inter- 
vene in the Congo.) 

It seems to me that the argu- 
ments advanced against the Ei- 
senhower administration at that 
time will be no more valid now 
if advanced against the Kennedy 
administration. 

What is “‘brinksmanship?”’ It is 
riskfully warning any enemy that 
if he takes a certain action he 
will encounter the forceful re- 
sistance of the United States. 

This is exactly what Presi- 
dent Kennedy did with respect to 
the Red Chinese’ feeling-out at- 
tacks on Quemoy and Matsu. 

This is exactly what President 
Kennedy did with respect to Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s threatening 
Statement that the Soviets would 
“intervene unilaterally’’ over the 
head . of the U.N. in the Congo.

The pe trou- 
ble with pipe smokers is they make everybody else tense, keyed up 


and nervous, especially wives. 

You can tell a pipe smoker 
easily enough, when he is not smok- 
ing his pipe.

WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (AP) — 
The chairman of Virginia's Pupil 
Placement Board said Sunday the 
state violates the U. S. Constitu- 
tion in denying scholarship grants 
to pupils in sectarian schools. 


E. J. Oglesby, mathematics pro- 
fessor at the University of Vir- 
ginia, told the U. S. Civil Rights 
Commission he knew such denials 
were wrong morally and political- 
ly when Virginia adopted its plan 
of scholarship grants several 
years ago. 


At that time, Oglesby said, he 
felt the plan was legal but now 
he feels differently. 


CITES AMENDMENT 
“When we say the grant cannot 


be used in furthering education in | 


a sectarian school, we are violat- 
ing the First Amendment of the 
U. S. Constitution, which says 
Congress shall make no law re- 
specting the establishment of re- 
ligion,”’ Oglesby said. 


Most schools in the early days 
of America were founded by 
churches, he said, and “‘we are 
losing an opportunity for public 
service” by denping grants to 
children in sectarian schools. 


The Virginia plan, designed dur- 


ing the school desegregation cri- | 


sis, makes scholarship grants 
available to pupils who choose 
to attend nonsectarian private 
schools rather than integrated 
public schools.

* Baste two towels together for 
each panel, so the curtains will 
have the necessary fullness and 
hang evenly. Attach plastic or 


soaps, tissues, and cotton balls.

Featherboning can be applied 
in several ways. If the bodice 
is completely lined, you may 
stitch the boning directly on the 
seamlines of the lining, stitch- 
ing through the boning. An- 
other method which takes a 
little longer, but is worth the 
time on a good evening dress: 
You place the boning over the 
seams on the RIGHT side of the 
lining. Tack the boning to the 
lining with a cross-stitch, cross- 
stitching from one edge of the 
boning cover over to the other 
edge. 


Then, using the zipper foot at- 
tachment, edge stitch the boning 
on each edge, to the lining. Take 
ribbon seam binding to match 
the dress, and edge stitch it 
over the boning. OR, using the 
same method of cross-stitching 
first, then machine stitching, 
you can sew the boning to the 
wrong side of the lining and 
eliminate the searn binding cov- 
er. You may finish the ends of 
each bone in one of two ways. 
Allow more length when cutting 
the bone strip than is necessary.

In a medium size mixing 
bowl mix together thoroughly 
the beef, bread crumbs, onion, 
salt, pepper and 1 cup of the 
evaporated milk.

Bake in 
preheated moderate oven (350 
degrees) for 50 minutes. Re- 
move from oven and drain off 
excess fat. Meanwhile prepare 
instant mashed potatoes ac- 
cording to package directions, 
using the remaining 2-3 cup 
evaporated milk in place of the 
milk called for. Frost top and 
sides of the meat log with 
mashed potato. Crisscross the 
top with cheese strips, then 
sprinkle lightly with paprika. 
Return to oven and bake until 
done, about 25 minutes longer.
